A partner of Rail e Georges Rage, a Paris banker, Olian owns with 
Mm several buildings in Lausanne, No fiscal declaration of hia foreign proper- 
ties can bo traced in France during that period, except an interest in tho Gul- 
bankian trust (Iraq oil) •

Ho employed as a financial agent for various operations on tho 
atoctc-axehanga Piarro Edouard Hentach (from Carvalle, Switzerland). 

Tory close to Conrad Hentsch (Swiss) brother of the above and 
director of the bank Hentsch and Cio* 

Since hia arrival in Switzerland Olian has made hia transaoMoas 
ffloatly through tha Hentsch bank and in the name of the Hentach Bank. 

Bought the majority of. shares of tha Banque Veuve Morin, Fona, 
and Co- in Lyon, which enabled him to begin currency transactions on a largo 
a dale* Funds carried from Switzerland to Franco by Bo go and frianda ceded up in 
tho Hontoch bank* 



In addi tion to Morin (Swi3s), Olian placed M- de Wattm villo 
(Snioa) in tha bank, and hired Andre Conti (holder of Franch and Swiaa passports) j 
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aa a representative for the bank, travelling between Switzerland and Fran 00 9 

During the sa at period ha bought, payable in Swiss franca, an 
interest in the Shell-Jupitor belonging to M. Ma/g-f Graamont (French) of the 
Forgo® d ‘Indochina, 32 Avenue de Friodland, Paris. 

Olian 1 s request for French nationality was turned down. Has a 
daughter who studied in England, married to a Jew, one child. 



1910 > ’ Tw> months before the defeat, Olian arranged for the purchase of 

various concerns (belonging principally to Jews) in France at a low price in the 
name of the Rents ch bank of Geneva. 

In September he got in touch with Gunaburger & Cio of Basel and 
created Gubs-France, 16 Avenue Victor-Hugo in Lyon. Guba-France is directed by 
U. Jacques Ueyar (French) from Mulhouse (went bankrupt in Mulhouso - 5 years), 
a man of high morality and trustvwrty, who kept his job against hia own wiahoo 
because of the services he could render the S*F,F. (?) ■ 

Glim financed various deals of merchandise compensation fa** 
Gunnberger and received between 25-3 5% commission ad valorem. Swiss banks oa- 
fuaov to finance such deals as they involve too many risks. 

M. Vieli (Swiss), nephew of the doctor from the Credit Suiasa 
wan Gunaburger' s and Olian' s agent at Vichy. 

During this period Conti offered the services of tho Morin, 

Pons bank for all important financial backings. Ho was deeply involved in se- 
veral private exchange transactions concerning the Hantach bank, Lombard Odier 
(payments made by Gabriel Mercier- Swiss), S.B.S., U.B.S. Gerard de Loriol 
(Swiss) was also behind these transactions.

Another channol was 
through Messrs. Hirsch (Swiss), Micheli from Jus ay (Swiss) and a certain Morel 
(Swiss) killed by the Resistance in February 1944.

Qlian 9 s mistress, £$ra Chit sill, an Italian by marriage, regained 
her German nationality by divorce. She is living in Zurich and runs a beauty- 
obop. Olian bought her a villa and tried to drop her without succeao. She 
. knows too ouch about his transactions and does what she like a with hia. CSEio has 
been reported as belonging to the German intelligence service. In my can8f]it 
is at her house that Qlian meets Dr. Mm ser from Zug (Switzerland). 

He meets Nicolas Sagarin, French Jew by naturalization, - who ad— 
miniate r a Communist funds in Switzerland, and livaa with Mmo Roulie (French), 
wife of a Paris industrialist and a great friend of Daubat. 

A%1 of Olian 1 a transactions go through Mt/or'a hando in Lyon. 

The latter knows everything concerning the transactions connected vd.th Guna- 
burgor, tha Morin bank, M. Rosenstock (French, agent for the du Pasquier, Hont- 
mollin bmk at Neufchatel) and Ernest Woog’s transactions (also two passports, 
French and Swiss). Through his mistress he bought French franca at a low rata 
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in Germany and put them on tho market.

Among other things 
ho convinced Dewildor to let Olian unfreaz® 5 million Salsa franca (French hol- 
dings). Gain and (Geneva) who belongs to the chain, tried uaaueeeoafully to 

conduct th® transaction personally with Maurice Goy» From Zurich Olian managed 
to have it unblocked in eight daps, with a 205$ commission. This explains why 
Olian, since the arrest in France of Bewilder, has been so generous with tho do 
Colmonts (Frshch) who are Dewllder'a nephews.
